Course Report, Clandestine Operations Orientation 
for DDS&T 


1. This was a o ne week full-time course. The first two days were 

held at Headquarters 

This program was integrated into the DDS&T Career Development Course #8 
and comprised the 18th week of that course. 

2. The objectives of this course are to orient DDS&T careerists 
on the missions and functions of the DD0, its organization, and the 
problems involved in clandestine operations. All of the students indi- 
cated that these objectives were met, and that what they learned in 
the course would help them in their work.

3. Sixteen students were enrolled, all of whom were from the DDS&T 
except for two DO careerists, one from EA and one from Division D. Their 
average grade was slightly below GS-13 and their average length of Agency 
service was eight and one-half years.

Only two speakers were criticized, one because he was 
difficult to hear, and the other because the coverage of his topic was somewhat 
disorganized and therefore difficult for a non-DDO group to follow. One of these 
speakers will be changed for the next running of the course and the other advised 
to speak louder. No other changes are envisioned for the next running of this 
course unless the usual precourse review of the schedule indicates that new develop 1 
ments or requirements would require its modification.
